Manufacturers develop new knives for a wide range of purposes every 
year. Knives from all over the world are judged at the 
IWA & OutdoorClassics trade fair and selected for the 
IWA International Knife Award as the best knives of the year in 
various categories. Many models impressed with their design and 
innovation again in 2006. 

Everyday objects, but not ordinary 

Knives are found everywhere, in every home. Knives are everyday objects 
- but certainly not ordinary! The layman-like question of what then is so 
special about a knife can be answered exhaustively by the experts. Knife 
experts have an unbelievable amount of know-how - after a description by 
an expert, details become apparent on an ordinary knife that were 
previously not noticed at all," explains Gabriele Hannwacker, Project 
Manager of IWA & OutdoorClassics. The leading exhibition for hunting and 
sporting guns, ammunition, outdoor articles and accessories is also the 
world's biggest trade fair for knives: over 160 exhibitors from all over the 
world present their new developments in Nurnberg every year. 63 knives 
from 35 suppliers from 1 1 countries faced the critical gaze of the jury of 
experts in this year's competition for the coveted IWA International Knife 
Award, which is now presented for the 6th time.. 
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The right knife for the purpose 

Knives are not all the same. Knives have been developed for a wide variety 
of uses since the beginning of the history of the human race - and are still 
developed today. For this reason, the IWA International Knife Award is 
presented in several categories that reflect the whole bandwidth of knives. 
Within these categories, the knives are judged according to strict criteria of 
functionality and quality, plus innovation, design and material combination. 

The winning knives: 

As the everyday application of knives is in the kitchen and dining room, 
cookery knives and kitchen utensils are constantly optimized. The 
manufacturers produce surprises every year with new forms and materials. 

• The winner in the gourmet knives category was the Nontron table 
knives set from Coutellerie Nontronnaise, France. 

The jury judged the winning set of knives as a typical representative of 
these new forms and materials. The composition of the set with the 
powerful design feature of a bed for each knife was especially highlighted. 
The jury session rated the knives as a "very fine set", because totally new 
forms of handle design have been found here, but everyone still instantly 
recognizes the traditional, familiar form. 

Multifunctionality is called for in everyday work, as the knife is used for a 
wide range of purposes - indoors and outdoors. Multitools therefore belong 
to the cutting tools that are used most. 

• The winner of the multitools category was the Leatherman k502x 
knife entered by Siegfried Hintz, Germany. 

Leatherman is the initiator of the "multitool movement" - and now ensures 
that the basic idea of the multitool returns to the classic blade. The jury was 
especially convinced by the clean craft workmanship and the comfortable 
and hand-friendly design of this tool. "Creative down to the stop, modest in 
appearance," was the opinion of one jury member. 

Just how varied outdoor knives are is proved by the 

• winner in the outdoor knives category: 

The Kentucky bowie from Carl Under, Germany translates classic bowie 
forms for modern Western fans with great attention to detail. It is also 
designed as a "camp knife" and for many other purposes. "Real retro fans 
will certainly hang it on the wall at home," says a convinced member of the 
jury with a view to the quality of the workmanship. 
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Besides the everyday tasks, there are many special purposes for which a 
knife must have a special shape and/or a special combination of materials 
- e.g. because it must be used to save life. Also a lifesaver is the 

• winner in the special knives category, the Hinderer Rescue model 
from Gerber Legendary Blades, USA. 

Every second and therefore every detail of the knife is important for 
lifesavers. Compared with other rescue knives, the Gerber model can also 
be used when wearing gloves. "This . makes it ideal for any kind of 
emergency use," emphasized the jury. 

Knives are naturally not only useful tools, but also collectors' items. "The 
passion for collecting is a considerable driving force for the industry," 
stresses Gabriele Hannwacker. 

• The winner in the collectors' knives category was the Esquisse model 
of damask steel from Forge de Laguiole, France. 

"Both the production process and the special structure of the damask steel 
becomes immediately clear on viewing the handle of this knife, something 
I have never seen before," says a delighted jury member. They were all 
impressed by the originality and the creative basic idea. 

Designer models and innovations 

Design is one of the key factors in today's knife, production, as many knives 
with the same functions differ only in their design. "The designer models 
among the knives always correspond to the changes in the spirit of the 
times - first the cutting tools should be especially small, then 'hip' materials 
create the incentive to buy," explains Margret Spindler, adviser and 
chairwoman of the jury session for the IWA International Knife Award. 

The jury found an additional aspect this year - the "technical design". The 
special award for a Design Knife was therefore presented to the "Miltner 
Adams MA-1" model from Haller, Germany. 

The jury thought the material combination and handle design were 
especially creative, although the user actually focuses on the integrated 
sharpener. 

The special award for "Innovation" goes to Kershaw, USA, who not only 
invented new blade forms this year, but also presented previously unknown 
solutions for opening clasp knives. 
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The Knife of the Year 2006 award went to the DNC Ulysses knife from 
Ferenc Tumpek, with engraving by Attila Harmat, Hungary. 
This knife shows the whole bandwidth of knife-making craft skills. The 
composition of the themes, the sensitive combination of the fine materials 
and the first-class engravings speak their own very special language. 

About the IWA International Knife Award 

The IWA International Knife Award is presented annually at the 
IWA & OutdoorClassics trade fair. The award is a notional prize, not a 
material prize. In addition to the certificate and the lavishly designed 
IWA International Knife Award sculpture, the winners take away a good 
reputation and newly gained popularity. "The award - presented by 
Germany's top knife experts - is an honour for any manufacturer," says 
Gabriele Hannwacker. "With this award, NiirnbergMesse as organizer of 
IWA & OutdoorClassics makes an important contribution to preventing 
knives becoming just any product and ensuring that they remain 
internationally valued products through innovations, quality and design." 

The award ceremony took place during the official opening of IWA on the. 
first day of the exhibition on 10 March 2006. Visitors and exhibitors have 
the opportunity to see the knives nominated for the IWA International 
Knife Award at a special show entitled "World of Knives" on stand 5-100 in 
hall 5. 

Practical benefit and emotionality 

"One thing has become very clear," says Margret Spindler. "Knives not only 
have practical benefit for the user, but an almost greater emotional value." 
This is also one of the reasons why the jury hopes that knives will attract a 
high degree of attention among an increasingly broader public. The 
IWA International Knife Award makes its contribution towards this at 
national and international level. 

The host of innovative achievements by the knife manufacturers rates as 
outstanding. "It is therefore often especially the details of a knife, the 
ergonomic angle of an accessory, the centre of gravity counterbalanced 
down to the last millimetre and similar features that determine its popularity 
among users," explains Gabriele Hannwacker. 

The Project Manager of IWA particularly sees the necessity for the 
IWA International Knife Award in the wealth of possibilities for knives: 
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The award is intended to help the user and the trade to decide between 
often equal products and overall to develop sensitivity to detail. 

All concerned were agreed that the IWA International Knife Award also 
expresses respect for the old-established craft of making knives and shows 
the variety of the international knife world at the same time.
